When a wounded US Marine needed extracting from a ferocious gun battte, Lance 
Corporat Josh Leakey took the fight to the enemy - and became a modern day hero 


O n a mission in 

Helmand Province^ 
Afghanistan in 2oi3/ 
Lance Corporal Josh Leakey, ^ 
27, from Hampshire, came 
under terrible enemy fire. 

Risking his own life, he 
helped save a wounded US 
Marine from the line of fire, 
before manning two separate 
guns and fending off a group 
of 20 Taliban insurgents. 

His heroic actions led to 
him becoming the first living 
person to receive a Victoria 
Cross - the highest honour 
for valour - in 10 years. 

This is his story...

On 22 August 2013, Lance 
Corporal Leakey and the 
rest of his men from The 
Parachute Regiment were 
sent to assist a US Marine-led 
expedition in Helmand. While 
suffering over an hour of 
sustained gunfire, one 
marine was injured and 
needed evacuating. 

“On this day, things felt 
different,” LC Leakey begins. 
“The enemy were more 
determined: even when air 
support was called in, they 
stood and they fought, which 
was fairly uncommon. The 
guys in the gun group 
informed us they were in 
^ heavy combat, then the 
line went dead. That’s 
when I knew it was 
really serious.’’ 

his men came

Amazingiy, this isn’t the first VC 
awarded to the Leakey famiiy - 
Lance Corporai Leakey’s second 
cousin Nigei aiso received the same 
award for his bravery in 1941. 

Sergeant Nigei Leakey was 
fighting for the 1/6th Battaiion of 
the King’s African Rifies against the 
itaiian army in Koiito, Abyssinia 
(now Ethiopia). Dodging ferocious 
enemy fire, he ieapt on top of a 3^: ? 

tank, opened the turret and shot 
most of the crew dead. 

The 28-year-oid then ordered 
the oniy survivor to drive the tank 
to cover, before jumping onto 
another tank and opening fire 
again. Sadiy, after he had kiiied 
one of the crew, he was himseif 
kiiied by fire from another tank. 



hisaiBilall 


were dominating the area 
and we needed to swing the 
tide back in our favour, in 
a situation iike that, there 
is no risk assessment from 
a personai point of view: you 
just do what you have to.” 

Running without any 
cover for neariy 100m whiie 
carrying 60ib of gear on his 
back and under constant 
heavy fire, LC Leakey 
managed to reach the first 
gun. Buiiets bounced off the 
frame as he tried to turn its 
sight back on the insurgents. 

“i remember it being just 
shy of 100m up to the top 
of the hiii. it was a reiativeiy 
steep inciine but the 
adrenaiine was pumping. The 
oniy aim was to get to the top 
of the hiii. The next piece of 
cover was the gun itseif.” 


The Victoria Cross 

Lance Corporai Leakey 
received the Victoria Cross 
at a ceremony in London iast 
month. His citation read: 
“Rounds were hitting the 
ground around him. But, 
despite the danger. Josh 
re-sited the gun and returned 
fire. This was the turning 
point as, inspired by his 
actions and with a heavy 
weight of fire now at their 
disposai, the force fought 
back with renewed ferocity.” 

Lance Corporal Leakey 
himself was very modest. “If 
it was up to me, there would 
be many other 
people sitting here 
with me doing this 
as well. You don’t do 
anything in the Army . ^ ^ 
on your own, and it’s 
not normal being 
singled out: you feel 
uncomfortable, as 
everything is a team effort. 

“On that day, we gave a 
good account of ourselves: 
fellow paratroopers cutting 
around the green zone, doing 
what we do best and taking 
the fight to the enemy.” 

“My mum, dad and 
brother were shocked when 
I told them. Especially my 
mum, who had a natural 
mother’s concern thinking I’d 
been in danger. But you don’t 
go to Afghan to flip eggs: you 
go there to fight the enemy.” 


Things only got more difficult 
when LC Leakey reached the 
injured man. “I saw the guy 
on the ground being treated 
already. Another guy 
shielded him while I gave 
cover with the machine gun. 
From there, we applied first 
aid. After the gun was 
re-sited, I handed control to 
one of the other lads who’d 
backed me up. I then said to 
myself, ‘There’s another gun 
that needs to be working.’” 

Reaching the second gun, 
which was being closed on by 
the Taliban, he dragged it 
back another 200m, again 
under heavy fire. LC Leakey 
got it working and aimed it 
at the enemy. “By this time, 
we had two guns operating. 
The casualty was back 
receiving the best care 
available, and we started 
winning the firefight.” 

After LC Leakey’s courage, 
14 Taliban were killed and 
four injured, and they’d held 
a key position. 
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A year ago, only a small 
corner of Essex knew 
who Bethany Lily 
was.
